To ibis motion, Mr. Cayley, the Hon. In- 
spector General, seconded by Hon. John A. 
McDonald, moved fie folloniig amendment. — 
Uow men like McDonald and Cayley and 
McNab, could be brought to swallow the bit- 
ter f/ili of "eating their own words,*' and giv- 
ing their votes directly opposite lo their avow- 
ed opinions as expressed while in the oppo- 
sition a short lime ago, we cannot conceive. — 
According to Mr. McDonald's own stalc- 
ment on Ihe floor of the House, the late Inspec- 
tor General " was steeped in infamy to the 
very Hps " but he now seconds a resolution 
entirely approving of the course Mr. Hincks 
and his colleagues adopted. Here is the

Notwithstanding the amendment was carried, 
we are glad to be able to state, that but three 
Upper Canada professed Reformers voted 
for this wholesale outrage upon the liberties 
of the people j and mark well the men-^il/er- 
rison of Niagara, Smith of Northumberland 
Wesl, and Hon. R; Spence, the Post' Master 
General. We are sure the Coiiiervati'jfes' of 
Upper Canada, will now, in truth blu 9 b to 
own their leaders.

Hia Excellency, Lord 
Elgin, has given tho Royal Assent to a num- 
ber of Dille, and amongst them will bo found 
the Billlo Kndow permanently the Churches 
of England and Scotland— or in other words 
the Clergy Reserves Bill, and the ono for 
tho Abolition of the Seigniorial Tenure.— 
Upon iho firctone, wo hove, on former occa- 
sions publish© I our views ; it is unnecessary,

Newmarket Incorporation Again. 

Elsewhere in <o-day*s issue will be found an 
article from our Correspondent " J. W. C," 
in which he attempts to make it appear that 
the inhabitants of Newmarket would he the 
losers instead of guincra by being Intorpora- 
■ted. We have neither time, room, or inclina- 
tion to enter into particulars J but will just 
give it a cursory glance, and allow our readers 
to draw their own conclusions. In the first 
place he states that the whole Township (ax 
levied this year amounts lo "J6 100," of which 
— and mark the fact — the Village of New- 
market pays jCI2 8." The whole Town- 
ship of Whitchurch — including part of the 
Village of Aurora, and part of ihe Village of 
StouflYillc, only pay Jlhs of the lax, while 
Newmarket, situated at one extreme end, ha* 
lo raise .£12 8d. for Township purposes. 
We shall now go back to the two seasons we 
hare resided here — not knowing what trams* 
pircd previously. In the summer of 1853, 
£10 was granted; and in the summer of I8.H, 
£0 t while we must have paid, according to 
our correspondents own showing, nearly JC'2;). 
We believe we lost our jGIO litis year by not 

having a councilman to represent us, aod the 
oeonle are above petitioning. v 

In our article last week, we also asked— 
supposing the taxes should be increased a farth- 
ing or two in the -pound, what of that/— 
would not the advantages to be derived from 
having a local council, under whos£supcrmien- 
dence the money granted, could be expcncVI, 
prove decidedly in favor of an incorporation ? 
Our correspondent says (hat for four years 
preceding last >var £52 10$. was appropria- 
ted for the roads, oec.,— the &c, comes in 
very welljUat there. Had Jths of that amount 
been properly expended under ^.superintend- 
ence of some competent man, the roads would 
have been in a much b'etler condition, and (he 
people belter satisfied. We had moie work 
done last year— i; e., a more substantial piece 
Of road made, than ihe whole four years pre- 
viously, and ihat, too, without any appropria- 
tion whatever. But as we, said last week. 
the money had to he raised— at least part of 
it— b£* subscription ; whereupon we stated, 
had the amount been properly levied by taxa- 
tion, all would bear then their proportion 
equally. Another thing, we have nol Ihe same 
labnr to perform now, to keep the roads and 
bridges in repair, that we have had. 

We therefore maintain the argument of last 
week 3 for when we take into consideration 
the license tax for Houses of public Entertain- 
ment, Shops, ^-c, which our correspondent 
carefully avoids to put in ihe estimate of His 
£12 8d, we would have plenty left for 
other purposes. The liccuse lax. alone will 
nearly pay every expense of ihe Town as far 
as officers are concerned. To be more plain 
we will again put our statement in figures ; and 
that in .accordance wilh i\\e fuets of our cor- 
respondent. :

Taking the present year, with all ihe improve- 
ments, for a basis,- there has been appropriated 
fur the benefit .of the roads, fcc., for ihe four 
years preceding this, the s:mi of £51 10s; in 
the aggregate showing an excess of expenditure 
above the receipts of laxes (in accordance with 
your version) ol £3 ?s 4d. And there beiu« 
no appropriation made in ihe Village ibis year" 
it would leave the sum £8 13s 4u due them, 
which would form no inconsiderable fund tu be 
placed in the hands of ihe Treasurer of the 
Corporation for a commencement. And now, 
sir, i! you can so order tho finances of iho Cor^ 
poration as lo expend the sum of £100 on the 
Roads, and defiay all incidental expenses of 
said Corporaiion, oul of the £12 8d., then wo 
hball have nothing to fear from an increase of 
taxation.

Laft night after ihe reporl luft, the following 
bills wore advanced a &tago each, viv: — To 
incorporate Ontario and Bay Quinte Canal, Si.

The Speaker thereupon informed the House 
ilml said amendments were an infringmeut of 
Ihe privileges of iho House, as they changed 
ihe provisions of a bill imposing taxation. 

Sir Allan McNab moved in'arneudment to 
main motion, lo Insert ihe word? following be- 
fore ihe words " be taken into consideralion" 
— dial « the said amendments be in accordance 
with ihe intentions of this House, litis House 
will waive lii privileges," and be cited several 
eases in which this course had beun laken by 
the f lou.-e of Commons. 

Mr. Brown contended on the olher hand, thai 
llie cases cited, were cases where the amend- 
ments made to money bills were of very slight 
importance — mere clerical corrections — but 
they could furnish no precedent for a ease like 
this — where the enlire purpose of the bill was 
changed from its litle lo the very last clause. 
Ha ihen cited a speech of Lord Holland's in the 
House of Lords, warning their'Lordships against 
a certain amendment lo f^e Irish Municipal Re- 
form Bill, on ihe "round that such amendments 
as amounted, in tact, lo making the bill an en- 
tire new one, ought not to be sent down to tire 
House of Commons, since they could treat ihem 
only by an absolute acceptance or an absolute 
rejection, whereas both Houses ought to have a 
right lo discuss and amend every hill through- 
out iu principals and details. He cited several 
in fiances lo show that the House of Commons 

constantly refused to permit of arneudp^euts of 
an important kind to money bills. 

Sir A. N. McNab contended that those last 
examples were all old cases, and that ihe 
House had of laie years very much lelaxed ihe 
undoubted rule of Failiament, in [f>»tui which 
he read a resolution affirming ihat in cases of 
amendments whereby any pecuniiry penalty 
or forfeiture was imposed, the Speaker should 
state to the House whether the object of the 
same was to vary or lake away sueh charges, 
or whether the same related only lo Ihe punish* 
rnents or prevenlions of bnVnves, and the House 
ahall then determine whether it is expedient in 
that particular case to iliaisl upon its privilege. 

Mr. Brown complained ihat ihela^ttpiolatiou 
was imperfect. 

The discussion lasted for some lime, but al 
length Ihe House divided upon the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Brown, ihat ibe said amend- 
ments be laid aside. Yeas, '24 ; Na>*, 46. 

Mr. Drummoud lh.cn moved llie £econd read- 
ing of the amendments, whereupon the oppo- 
sition asked to delay Ihe bill till next day, 
which Ministry refused to tjrant. ' A debate 
then occurred which occupietfsome lime, dur- 
ing which Messrs. Turcotte, Thibadeau and 
Pouliot spoke strongly against the Ministry, 
aod accused ihem uf having deceived their 
friends by allowing llie original bill 10 bechang* 
ed for the present one. On division, ihe num- 
bers were :— Yaes 39 \ Nays 33. 

Mr. Drumniond then moved (hat the House 
do go into Commiiiee on the ainpndinents, but 
after sitting ii II past 2 A.M., the House rose 
without having laken a vole thereon. 

This evening ihe Municipal Loan Fund Bill, 
has been read a third lime.

If any 
success has attended my endeavors it is mainly 
due to (he fact (bat I have been throughout 
enabled toco-operate cordially with the other 
branches of the Provincial Parliament and with 
the public men enjoying their confidence. The 
testimony which you bear in ihis addte.'Sto ihe 
improvement which has taken place in the hap~ 
pi:ie;h and prosperity of the Province is of too 
greatest value. I pray God that Canada may 
advance with an accelerated speed in all the 
lines of progress, material and moral, during 
the years that are to come, and that ihis mag- 
nificent Province may continue to furnish an 
example of ihe noble purposes lo which pow- 
ers of self government maybe turned by an 
enliahlenedand bighminded people. 

This address having been committed to the 
House by Mr, Speaker, it adjourned until the 
23rd February, 1855. x
